unhappy masters of Soviet Russia might some 
day try to liquidate their worsening troubles by 
resort to a sneak atomic attack on the West. 
Desperate men as heads of state have done 
desperate things in the past. The hopes of the 
world can be pinned on eventual elimination of 
the use of nuc.ear energy for weapons 
But until such a day comes has the world 
only mad despots to fear? A Harvard professor 
of sociology suggests there could be users of the 
bombs other than a 
Kremlin dictator. Such 
persons, says Dr. Pitirim A Sorokin, might, turn 
out to be individual criminals or crackpots in 
this country without any plan beyond the simple 
destruction of a city. Armed with atomic wea­ 
pons, he says, criminals could kill thousands, 
off-hand, or hold up a whole city for ransom 
“Experience 
shows that 
almost 
each 
of 
newly-discovered weapons, within one or two 
decades of its invention, passes into the hands 
of criminals." The things will be small enough 
for “one or a few ” individuals to handle— “and 
the same can be said of the means of bacteriolo­ 
gical killing.” 
Who. indeed, would put it past a hate-filled 
fanatic to pull something as awful as an atom 
explosion if he could get hold of a bomb? The 
mental health as well as the loyalty of the 
handlers and custodians of nuclear weapons 
must be a stcaitv concern of the authorities as 
the years go on . . . Many a settler of the 
American West died, didnt he. because the 
Indians got guns to replace their bows-and- 
arrows?

Passports And Newsmen 


The difficulties in which three newspapermen are 
liable to lind themselves because they went into Bed 
C hina without proper visas hy the State Department 
must again raise the question as to what a passport 
really is. 
«* 
Is it a letter of identification* ll so. why bother 
to yet one from the government* A new diaper could 
issue such a letter stating, with a pfiolograph. that So 
and So is an employe and please be kind to him. etc., 
etc. 
Or is the passport a contractual document between 
governments, validated by treaties and agreements? 
lf so. what is the consideration and what are the 
limitations? 


I think (hr new spaperm en would have bern 
fully within their rights had they deposited their 
passports with the American Consul G eneral in 
llnngknng, gone into Red C hina on their own steam 
without involving the Government of the United 
States in any docum entary relationship with a 
government that it does not recognize and with 
whom it has no existing treaties or agreem ents. 
When these men returned from Red China, they 
could pick up their passports in Hongkong. 


In time of war. many countries are out of bounds 
and many citizens are regarded as unsuited tor travel 
abroad. In wartime we accept such restrictions as of 
the very nature of war. What is too often disregarded 
is that peace has not yet been attained and that many 
of the abridgements of human rights continue as 
though the world were still at war 
It is easy for the 
ardent to flout restrictions and embarrass his govern­ 
ment; his responsibility may be that he imperils the 
chance of an earlier attainment of the objectives of 
diplomacy. 
It may also be true that the whole matter is 
unimportant one way or the other. I wonder if any 
of the three who went in can speak any dialect of 
Chinese; it not. they can only talk to English-speaking 
officials. If one of them knows enough "Mandarin for 
a curbstone conversation, he will learn more by listen­ 
ing to street sounds than by interviewing Mao Tze-tung 
himself. 


Hut all this is beside the point. What is needed 
is an act of Congress defining the passport, its 
purpose and its limitation, who is entitled to such 
a document, who is not 
what are the obligations 
of the holder of a passport, what are the penalties 
for violations of its provisions. Unless the law is 
m ore specific thap at present, the passport will 
degenerate into a letter of identification. 


John Bassett Moore, in his monumental work on 
International Law defines a passport as “the accepted 
international evidence of nationality.” Another defi­ 
nition is cited by Backwort!) in his "Digest of Inter­ 
national Law” : 
‘ The American passport is a document of identity 
and nationality issued to persons owing allegiance fo 
the United States and intending to travel or sojourn 
in foreign countries. It indicates that it is the right 
of the bearer to receive the protection and good offices 
of American diplomatic and consular officers abroad 
and requests on the part ol the Government ol the 
I nited States that the officials of foreign governments 
permit the bearer to travel or sojourn in their ter­ 
ritories and in case of need to give him all lawful 
aid and protection. It has no other purpose." 


The Government of the 
United States 
has 
R maintained that the physical document, the pass­ 
port, is its property. 
It has been held that “ the 
money paid for a passport is a fee or tax, rath er 
than purchase price.” 


As one reads the material on this .subject it is 
obvious that the passport has a long and at times 
contused history and that passports have been subject 
lo fraud and counterfeiting. The Secretary of State is 
the sole official of the United States who may issue 
a passport, or delegate that authority to another, such 
as an ambassador or a consular officer. 
As thealaw 
stands, it is not mandatory for the Secretary of State 
to issue a passport but he does so at his discretion. 
Until recent years, this interpretation of the law was 
not questioned, nor was there any doubt that the Secre­ 
tary of State could withdraw a passport. As both these 
functions have become clouded by judicial obiter dicta, 
it is up to Congress to pass an act clarifying the*entire 
situation.

Eden Is Scornful 


This is one backstage incident 
that makes Congressional support 
for

won't intervene in the Near East 
unless it has an official OK from 
Congress.

posed Eisenhower Doctrine with 
a diplomat last week, remarked 
that the President would not use 
American forces unless "the Red 
Army was marcihng up Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue."

some of them 
Indochina—Speaking before the 
Governors’ Conference in Seattle 
in 1953. the President stressed

Later at the American Legion 
Convention. John Foster Dulles 
threatened “massive retaliation” 
in a speech obviously aimed at 
Red 
aggression

Vice 
President Nixon, addressing the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, stated that the United 
States would use troops to block 
Communism in Indochina. 
While Eisenhower officials kept 
making 
speeches, 
Communist 
leaders kept on advancing 
Ap­ 
parently they knew U. S. forces 
would not be used. Indochina to­ 
day is more than half Commun­ 
ist. 
The Summit Conference — in 
June 1955. one month before (he 
Summit Conference in Geneva. 
Ambassador Henry Byroade re­ 
ported from Cairo that Colonel 
Nasser planned to buy Russian- 
Czech arms. 
Yet nothing was done at the 
Geneva

month • 
later to stop an arms transaction 
which was certain to upset, and 
did upset, the peace of the Near 
East. It was stated by Eisen­

chief reasons Eisenhower went to 
Congress with a special request 
to give him power which he ad­ 
mits he already has, is the inef­ 
fectiveness of recent U. S. warn­ 
ings. 


American 
diplomats 
abroad 
have been reporting that Eisen­ 
hower 
Administration 
warnings 
don t mean much anymore. No­ 
body particularly believes them. 
On the other hand, the warning 
supported by Congress in regard 
to 
Formosa 
has 
meant 
some­ 
thing. 


The President himself detailed 
some of the Near East warnings 
in his m essage to Congress. Some 
had 
been 
made 
by 
Truman, 
some by him. Truman had parti­ 
cipated with Britain and France 
in the Tripartite Declaration of 
1950 against changing the borders 
of the Near East. 
Eisenhower 
had warned April 9. 1956 against 
any Near East 
gr ess ion. Again 
as recently as November 29. 1956 
he warned against any threat to 
Iraq. Turkey, Iran, or Pakistan. 
Simultaneously, he had bowed 
to Russian threats on November 
5. and all during the election 
campaign he had repeatedly an­ 
nounced that the United States 
was not going to get involved in 
the Near East. These repeated 
statements 
were 
believed 
not 
only by the American electorate 
but by the chanceries of Europe, 
Asia. and Africa. 
So as Ike himself confessed in 
his m essage to Congress: 
“Nevertheless, 
weaknesses 
in 
(he present situation and the in­ 
creased danger from internation­ 
al Communism convince me that 
basic United States policy should 
now find Yxpression in joint ac­ 
tion by the Congress and the 
Chief Executive." 
This was a dignified way of re­

I recom­ 
mended a few good diagnosti­ 
cians. 
Examination disclosed that pain 
was due to arthritis of the spine. 
A nerve between the second, and 
third ribs was being pinched by 
a vertebral detect. This man. like 
many others with pain in the 
chest was certain he had heart 
trouble, and every physician he 
had seen spent the appointment 
time assuring him his ticker was 
normal. 
But the chest contains more 


than the heart, and the origins 
of pain are numerous. Years ago. 
a relative of mine awakened with 
severe distress over the left side 
cl the chest. He was worried 
about his heart but the skin was 
sensitive to the touch, and this 
does not occur in cardiac disease. 
Two days later, the rash of her­ 
pes zoster ishingles* broke out, 
Until the eruption appeared, diae- 
n«’sis was impossible. But we can­

The chest wall is made up of 
bones,

cept that pain is brought an by 
swallowing rather than exercise. 
Indigestion also leads to chest 
discomfort. For relief of all these 
origins of chest pain, start by 
finding the cause.

The Lawless And 
The Law-Abiding 
Edward B Murrow’s hour-long 
documentary on desegregation in 
Clinton Tennesi'Oe. shown recent­ 
ly on CBSTX' was on the whole 
enormously reassuring. 
Clinton, 
atter all. was the town where foes 
of desegregation had — according 
to the news stories coming from 
there — driven a school principal 
almost crazy with threats, har­ 
assed Negro students, badly beat­ 
en a Protestant 
minister, and 
forced the school to close. 
All these reports, grim as they 
were, were quite true but that 
was only part of the picture — 
and a small part Mur row’s men 
interviewed and photographed the 
local newspaper editor, the foot­ 
ball captain, the judge, the princi­ 
pal. the minister and just plain 
people and. out of it all. you get 
a picture of quite nice people 
(most of them1, trying hard to 
adjust to a Supreme Court ruling 
they're not crazy about 


" I didn't ask tor integration and 
I wasn’t enthusiastic about get­ 
ting it.” said the high school foot­ 
ball captain 
‘‘But thr Supreme 
Court said it was the law of the 
land and I thought I should accept 
it.” 
Said the local editor: 
“ This 
newspaper has favored segrega­ 
tion. We did everything to main­ 
tain segregation. That's the way 
the community felt and that was 
the policy of this newspaper ” 
But that was before the violence. 
The violence, the disorder, the 
lawlessness 
sickened 
the 
law­ 
abiding ones who were in the vast 
majority and you could see it in 
their faces as they told about it. 
“ My life was threatened ten or 
twelve 
times." 
said 
the 
high 
school principal, a bespectacled, 
balding, unassuming man. "Some­ 
one threatened to throw acid in 
my face, said I wasn’t fit to live 
My wife and I are always careful 
going home; we study the pre­ 
mises first, lock the doors, inves­ 
tigate every noise. 
It’s just a 
constant thing to wear myself 
and my wife down It just presses 
you down every day lower and 
lower. It's an amating thing that 
anyone in these United States can 


be sublet ted to this while the law­ 


less citizens can run free." 
The Murrow show presented a 
profound and I imagine, typical 
picture of the lawless and the 
law-abiding 
In the first place, 
the law-abiding — the great ma 
jority — while not happy about 
integration, accepted it passively 
and there was no trouble in Clin- 
4on for about a month. 
Then, 
headed by an out-of-town trouble 
maker named John Kasper, the 
lawless element began stirring up 
the trouble that brought Clinton 
to the verge of anarchy. 


Just as they had been passive 
before the Supreme Court edict, 
the law-abiding ones remained 
passive — entirely too passive — 
during the trouble. Then — there 
seems to be a classic pattern to 
these things — the troublemakers 
went too far: they beat up the > 
minister. 
"The attack on Paul 
Turner solidified the feeling of the 
community.” commented the edi­ 
tor. “ bringing us to the point 
where we stood up and said we 
believe in law and order ’* 
And the troublemakers landed 
in jail where they await trial ! 
What was the effect on the com* J 
munity itself’ One teacher, who, 
is also the mother of two pupils1 
fat the school, said: “ There are 
istudents who are so disturbed by 
what they saw outside that they 
have drawn inside themselves 
and have lost some oi the happy 
security of youth. 
Many of the 
students have undergone a great 
crisis with great courage and 
have grown up a little bit as a re­ 
sult of it." 
You might say the whole com-, 
munity 
had pushed forward a 
little but significant way, that 
deeply rooted as the belief in 
segregation was. the belief in de 
eency was more deeply rooted.. 
Opponents of desegregation will 
take small comfort from the per 
formance of their champion. John 
Kasper, who managed to charac 
Iterize President Eisenhower and 
lAdlai Stevenson as "two men ded­ 
icated to stupidity and treachery , 
and the Supreme Court as Com 
mumst.
